110 it} Massachusetts, and 10 in Con- 
Inecticut, making a total of 50 towns 
| where the insect had not been pre- 
iviously reported. This scouting con- 
Isists in an examination of all road- 
' sides, residential sections, orchards 
and woodlands. Where colonies are 
found the egg clusters are treated 
with creosote and the trees are band- 
Jed with trer tanglefoot and sprayed 
| with arsenate of lead. 


Brown-Tail Moths Decreasing. 
The spread ot the brown-tail moth 


during the past year has been incon- 
siderable, the indications being that 
this pest has not infested any terri- 
tory other than that already reported. 
In connection with the United States 
lighthouse service, the work of col- 
lecting moths at night along the coast 
of Connecticut and Long Island has 
been continued. 


Other activities of the bureau in 


relation to the gips}' moth include the 
inspection of forest products, nursery 
stock, and stone and quarry products 
shipped from gipsy-moth territory, as 
well as extended investigations along 
other lines.

•tftltary regulations. Amons animals 
only the pregariou*. of course, show 
qualities of leadership and discipline, i 


Wild horses obey their leader more i 


implicitly than any soldiers, however i 
well disciplined. Mustangs are wary, 
dttucult to approach and ulmoet im- 
posslole to capture, owing to the devo- 
tion with which they f ollow their lead- 
er and to a code of signals that they 
never disregard 


i short, shrill neigh is a command to 


! fl«; a long drawn, far carrying neigh 
| is the rallying call whea the herd is 
scattered; a iqueal orders the »tallion8 
to itand ready to fight off dangerous 
beasts, and a wild snort indicates the 
sight or scent of man. The snort of a 
mustang can be heard half a mile or 
more. 


Certain movements are also impor- 


tant as signals. At the first hint of 
danger the horse that detects it throws 
his head and tail high in the air, stands 
motionless and gazes fixedly in the di- 
rection from which, he anticipates trou- 
ble. Usually that is enough to put the 
eutire herd on. the alert Should the 
enemy prove to be bears, wolves or 
sny foe against v.hieh the drove can 
defend itself the "signal horse" dashes 
forward, prancing from side to side, 
rearing and striking the ground. Should 
their most dreaded enemy, man, be ap- 
proaching the horse will circle far in 
toward the main body, and as be turns 
for one last look he trill snort out a 
tmmpet-Hke blast Then with a rush. 
a roar and a clatter of hoofs the entire 
herd is gone—the leader In front, the 
stallions in the rear, the colts in the 
middle. 


Even old. well traiped work horses 


when turned out to pasture will gener- 
ally select a leader and be governed by 
him. The herd commander may be an 
old and gentle mare or tne wildest and 
wariest horse of the drove. In the lat- 
ter case the herd often becomes almost 
,15 difficult to handle as so many wild 
horses, whereas the old mare will keep 
her drove in the most tractable condi- 
tion. 


The peccaries of Mexico have a bat- 


tle cry that is ne^er disobeyed—a short, 
vicious squeal, quickly repeated and 
kept up •without ceasing. That noise 
drives the little beasts frantic, all with- 
in hearing rush to get into the fray, 
and nothing short of death stops their 
charge If the hunter does not shoot 
his peccary so dead that it cannot emit 
a single dying squeal his only safety 
lies in instant flight. 


The peccary has also ft note rh»t 


| sounds the retreat It is a grunt some- 
thing like the "Woof, woof, woof!" of 
n bear as be dashes away from danger. 
An American guide who lives in So- 
nora. in Sleiico, can imitate that note 
and says that he can stampede a gang 
of the brutes at will with it 


The baboons of Africa probably 


have the best military regulations of 
any of the animals. TVhile they are 
feeding in a dangerous place they set 
sentries on every side—big, wise, vet- 
eran baboons that sit perfectly quiet 
and keep a vigilant watch. At a sharp 
bark of warning from one of these 
outposts every ape ceases his occu- 
pation, even the babies hush their cries 
on the instant At another bark all 
may resume work or play, or again, 
the second note may carry a different 
message: then the leader gives an or- 
der, and all retreat rapidly to the 
denser parts of the forest 


When traveling these creatures have 


Ifoth a front and a rear guard 
A half 


dozen powerful apes scont well in 
front of the main body, now Inspecting 
the woods from the ground, now climb- 
ing to the tops of the tallest trees. If 
the traveler comes on a tribe of ba- 
boons tie usually sees only one of the 
scouts, which bares his teeth savagely, 
barks once and is gone. Farther away 
the hunter may observe the whipping 
of branches, as the rest of the tribe 
retreat so rapidly that no man can 
overtake them. Shonld the observer 
happen apon the rear guard, he will 
observe that they behave differently 


I from the scouts. Not silent or cautious. 
j they constantly give quick, sharp com- 
mands, now angrily chiding some lag- 
eto£ youngster or gMtis another a s'ap 


I and a bite.

f and when all have retired to rest you 
may h« sure that one of their number 
will be wide awake, sitting on SOOM 
exposed rock or other point of vantage, 
from whkh he can see in every direc- 


1 (ion. Xot even the leopard, the mosf 
determined foe of the baboon, dares to 
attack them at night unless he can 
surprise and kill the sentry. TVben at- 
tacked they will fight in defense of 
their families until the last "mar." i« 
dead.—Touth's Companion.

the same time its enterprising citizens 
are mote likely to remain and help 
build up the town than to go" to larger 
cities, \vhile. besides retaining its own 
population, it draws from less enter- 
prising cities, and Its growth 5s accord- 
ingly still further stimulated. 


The small town should begin at an 


early period to accustom itself to prop- 
er regulations of different kinds. Only 
by suitable regulation may the plans, 
once adopted, be carried out. 


It has sometimes happened in Amer- 


ica that towns hare been laid ont alons 
certain lines, but bare grown off at 
one side in a manner not Intended by 
their designers. Such towns are often I 
cited as examples of the futility of 
attempting to forecast the future of 
civic developments. The absurdity of 
laying out a plan and then expecting a 
dty to develop along such lines of lt« 


j own accord, and when it does not tne 
added absurdity of pointing out its fail- 
ure to do so as an argument against 
city planning, are an adding of inralt 
to injury. It would be as sensible to 
erect a grape arbor and expect the 
vines to train themselves without ties 
as to expect a city to follow it* plan 
without the ties of suitable refttlationB. 
Indeed, such regulations are an abso- 
lute necessity in training a dty'» 
Siowtb.. and coinddentl.T -with tb« lay- 
ing out of its plans the regulations 
-which are to carry It into effect should 
be formulated aad put into operatlom. 
Proper prorlaten sbonM, of o*nroe, be 
made for inch modification* of tbe 
original plan as may be required by fn 
tare conditions impossible to forecast 
while at the sane time not penatittJns: 
private interests to block tbe carrying 
otit of the plan for merely selfish ads.
